it was due. Assistant Secretary Cowan tried 
to get a claim of over £500(), by G. M. 
Dodgo for c.iltlo alleged (o have liocn stolon 
by ludiau.s, paid. 
Tho law forbade such 


payment except by act of Cougress, yet tho 
Indian 
office 
ordered tho bill paid. Tho 


board of coruuiissiouerF, however, tu'jceedod 
iu preventing its payment. 
A contract for 


beef given to A. II. Wilder was unlawfully 
assigned to J. W. Hosier, and though the 
board of Indian commissioners protested to 
tho Secretary of the Interior he declined to 
ii-lorforo. 


These Indian commissioners became tired 


of being almost invariably overruled by De- 
lauo.nud they resigned ft year ago last Juno. 
Iu resigning they look occasion to praise Iho 
President's Indian policy, but regretted that 
Delano had not urged ou Congress Iho leg- 
islation they had recommended making Iho 
Indian bureau independent of the Depart- 
ment of tho Interior, lu other words, they 
had found it necessary to get tho Indian 
bureau away from Delano, and failing iu 
that they regarded tho effort lo do justice 
by tho government and tho Indians as hope- 
less, and resigned.

were immediately sent for aud examined 
and dressed his wounds.

his skull on the back part of his head was 
fractured,so that Dr. Miller took out a piece 
of his skull '2\ by 2 inches fjqnarc.

His 
collar bone was also broken and ono of his 
arms was fractured near tho shoulder. About

all dressed and the boy was partially restored 
to his 8011503 and was as comfortable as 
could bo expected.

doubtful as to his iiual recovery. Tho public 
will remember that tliis Spring the dwelling 
house attached to that light house was car- 
ried off by tho ico, when Iho keeper and his 
9-year-old son were in it.
